|poultry, and 7 for the wheat pool. 
'This is typical of the success some of 
the canvassers are having, but Mrs. 
Warr’s success is particularly notable 
{in that the territory she covered is 
|peopled partly by foreigners, who 
nevertheless, appeared to be quite 
|ready to join the pools.
